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Applicant's arguments filed 15 August 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that DeRose in combination with Daniel fails to teach a level of editing permission for a specific user, 
wherein the level of editing is indicated by a unique identifier, and encoding in an ML format the electronic document, a first element that 
defines the first location, and a second element that defines the second location, wherein the first or second element further comprises the 
user identifer, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure 
of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 
413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). The Office maintains that Daniel teaches a user identifier that may include identifying the appropriate 
rights and permissions for valid users including access to only certain content (See Daniel, Page 10, paragraph 0093). At the time of the 
invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include the user identifier identifying permission levels of Daniel 
with the and encoding in an ML format the electronic document of DeRose providing the benefit of restricting access to various portions of 
the document to only users having specific rights to access the data, thereby protecting the validity of data that should only be edited or 
manipulated by specified users.
